I have estimated that the necessary alterations to 
turn this building into a residence for women students and provide the 
necessary furnishings would not exceed a cost of 37,600.00. This

The revenue from this, based on sixteen girls for 
32 weeks at $%3e00 per week would be 31,536.00. 

The expenditure for operating expenses is estimated

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ALTERATIONS 1D FURNISHINGS AT #92 AND #94 
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If it is contemplated to combine these two houses this 
year, it is estimated that the cost of the necessary alterations and 
furnishings would not exceed $11,500.00. As it is impossible to obtain 
possession of #94 until September Ist, no extensive alterations are 
proposed here with the exception of outside painting and I Lave simply 
set aside approximately $700.00 for such necessary repairs as could be 
Gone before the opening of the session. 

In the combined houses it would be possible to provide 
accommodation for forty girls, a resident and two maids. This accomm- 
odation would not of course be absolutely complete as in the short 


time available it would be impossible to install additional lavatories, 
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erations would have to be done during the 
summer of 1920. 


The revenue from this arrangement based on fort 
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for 32 weeks at °3.00 per week would be *3,840.00. 

The expenditure for operating expenses is estimated at 
$2,100.00 for such items as would come under the Surerintendent's 
Department plus housekeeping expensese 

The money for whatever part of this work it is contem- 
plated to go on with should be provided at the earliest possible moment 
so that these and other contemplated alterations may be completed prior 


to the opening of the next academic yeare

(3) Decoration of new room. 
(4) Installation of the necessary henting and control. 
(5) Installation of ventilation and it's connection to present system. 
(6) Gork carpet covering for floor. 
(7) Nrection of 105 running feet of shelving, six shelves high. 
(8) Installation of electric wiring and fixtures. 


(9) Utilization of the old Library tables at present in basement 


of Library and round room, Main Building, with additional chairs 
up to fifty.
